Tie regret is often repested in rural 
circles, says the last monthly report of 
the Department of Agriculture, that 
| beys will leave the farm for city life.

of agriculture, It has, »& the same 
time, been -shown that the supply of 
farm products is increasing by use of 
Iabor-saving implements and (it is 
hoped) by better cultivation. ‘Phen 
there is no need of regret that all sons 
of farmers should not elect to be farm- 
Some have inventive 
genius and a taste for mechanical pur- 
stils; some manifest a@ penchant for 
trade, and others a prelerence for pro- 
fessions.
